Although spending this much 
time on piano practice, Uga 
graduated from high school In 
three years. At the end of this 
he had to pass Pennsylvania 
State Board of Education exams 
and a diploma was Issued by 
them. 

At the age of three, Uga beat 
out perfect rhythms on drums 
In Germany. 

He moved from Germany to 
the United States when he was 
four and one half years old and 
his father bought him a piano 
for $15 which he began to play 
with assistance of a local teach¬ 
er. 

When he was nine years old 
he was playing Beethoven, and at 
10 was encouraged by Eastman 
Profession to develop his ability 
to play. 

Uga has worked with Nelson 
and Neal for the last two years 
and Is working toward becom¬ 
ing a concert artist. 

Uga was playing technically 
difficult pieces at the age of 11. 

At the age of 12, Uga gave a 
solo recital, starting with John 
Wheeler, a prominent Michigan 
Musician. Nelson and Neal 
heard him In Grand Haven while 
there on a tour and made ar¬ 
rangements to get him Into Cur¬ 
tis Institution of Music. This 
Is an all scholarship school for 
outstanding talented students 
only. 

At 13, Uga auditioned at 
Curtis with Lee Luvlsl, a pupil 
of Serkln. Serkln Is one of 
the greatest living pianists, ac¬ 
cording to Miss Harriet Fulton, 
of the UTMB music section. 

Last spring, Uga gave a re¬ 
cital In Muskegon, Michigan and 
has given recitals In this area 
including Austin PeayStateCol- 
lege and In Paris. 

He will present a concert 
here, Monday, March 2, at 8 
p.m. In the Music Building. 

The concert Is sponsored by 
ASA and proceeds from It are 
to go to a music scholarship 
fund, which provides aid for 
music majors, members of the 
UTMB marching band and stu¬ 
dents enrolled In private les¬ 
sons.

Two Professors 
Get Doctorates 

D. Hugh Puckett, assistant 
professor of zoology, and Peter 
X. Armendarez, chemistry In¬ 
structor, both of The University 
of Tennessee Martin Branch, 
faculty have recently completed 
requirements for their doc- 
to or philosophy degrees. 

Mr. Puckett said his work 
was done under the direction of 
Dr. Dietrich Bodensteln, chair¬ 
man of the Biology Department 
at the University of Virginia. 
He completed his dissertation 
on the androgenic gland of the 
crayfish last spring and took 
the exam on February 8. His 
degree will be awarded at the 
next commencement of the Un¬ 
iversity of Virginia. 

Dr. Armendarez took the 
exam on December 15, 1963, and 
received his degree Feb¬ 
ruary 15, after much sweating 
of “blood and tears,” he said. 
His work was done through the 
University of Arizona at Tuson 
and was concerned with the 
spectroscopy of chromium 
complexes at low temperatures.

Is the architect with the con¬ 
tract for construction being 
awarded to W. T. Cutcheon and 
associates of Dyersburg at an 
base bid of $81,225., plus an 
additional $43,555. for locker 
rooms under the stadium. A new 
lighting system will also be In¬ 
stalled. 

The stadium which will seat 
4,056 people will have a press 
box containing some 370 square 
feet and Is expected to be com¬ 
pleted sometime during the 
summer.

Now that plans for a new 
$800,000 Student Center on the 
University of Tennessee Martin 
Branch campus Is a reality, the 
opinions of the students vary, 
but In general are quite favor¬ 
able. 

To get their reactions to the 
center, students were asked 
questions such as the following 
ones. 

What Is your opinion about 
the $8 additional student center 
fee that you, the student, will 
have to pay? Are you for it 
.or are you against It? Is the 
center worth the additional 
money? 

When asked these questions, 
the students first considered 
the facts. 


expressed his feelings when he 
said that he was for the center 
and the additional money. He 
added that he would be one of 
the many to enjoy It; It had to 
be payed for some way, and he 
felt that It was part of his re¬ 
sponsibility. 

In agreement with the above 
opinions, Betty Webb expressed 
her feelings by saying, “Since 
the school Is striving for pro¬ 
gress which is our major goal 
at the present time.

Betty added that eight more 
dollars would not break anyone 
and that, after all, we must sac¬ 
rifice to gain. “You can’t 
get something for nothing” was 
her final quote.

The additional $8, which will 
make the student activity fee$15 
per quarter, will help pay for 
a 40-year loan necessary to 
build the center on the UTMB 
Campus. This new center wUll 
serve as a central meeting and 
recreational place for the entire 
student body and will provide a 
cafeteria and other dining fa¬ 
cilities to serve Individual stu¬ 
dents and UTMB groups. 

After considering these 
facts and after a few moments 
of thought, they expressedthelr 
oplnlons. 

“I think that the students 
here at UTMB should be willing 
to support the new student cen¬ 
ter. We have been asking for 
one and needing It for a long 
time.” 

Nawasa Jonas continued 
saying “Now that we see It In 
the future and see that our wish 
Is being granted—through our 
help, I, like a large number 
of the students, am willing topay 
the extra money.” 


With a concerned look and 
a frown, one student said that 
the additional $24 a year stu¬ 
dent fee would put hardships on 
some students. Sure the center 
Is a wonderful thing, she said, 
but I wonder If It’s worth It. 

“Realization that a student 
center soon will be a reality 
Is certainly the fulfillment of 
a long-time dream to UTMB 
students,” stated PatrlclaCur- 
rle. 

Her only regret, Patricia 
continued, was that the new cen¬ 
ter will not be completed be¬ 
fore her graduation but that she 
was Just glad that the student’s 
little brothers and sisters and 
children will be able to enjoy 
the new facltllles. 

When one student stated her 
opinion, she summed up the 
question asked by some of the 
other students. This student 
said she could not say that she 
was In favor of the center and 
willing to help pay for it until 
she knew more about the ac¬ 
tivities offered.

Grades Edge 
Up At Half 

Mid-term grades for this 
quarter show a slight improve¬ 
ment over last winter quarter, 
according to Dean H. B. Smith, 

Dean Smith explained that 
this quarter 132 student grade 
reports were sent to parents 
or guardians in comparison to 
the 126 reports sent last winter 
quarter. Although these num¬ 
bers seem to Indicate a drop 
In Improvement, Dean Smith 
pointed out, the 132 students 
represent 9.2 percent of the 
whole student body while the 126 
students equal 9.7 percent of 
the whole student body last year. 

These student grade re¬ 
ports, explained Dean Smith, 
are sent to the parents or 
guardians when the student has 
as many as two failing grades. 


Tennessee Is now offering a 
curriculum in architecture, and 
it is becoming increasingly dif¬ 
ficult for Tennessee students to 
gain admission in schools or 
architecture in other states,” 
Dr. Sprivey said. 

The U-T vice president 
quoted the head of a Depart¬ 
ment of Architecture at a board¬ 
ering state who wrote: 

“During the past few years 
we have had an Increasing num¬ 
ber of letters from prospective 
students from Tennessee apply¬ 
ing for admission to this de¬ 
partment. Since we have con¬ 
siderably more apllicatnts than 
we can accomodate and since 
University policy gives prefer¬ 
ence to qualified students of this 
state, it has been necessary for 
us to dlscorage out-of-state 
students. We regret this has 
become necessary, because in 
the past, there have been a num¬ 
ber of very good students from 
Tennessee.” 

“With the enormous In¬ 
crease in college-age students 
now imminent, and therefore the 
large prospective enrollments 
in architecture, it Is Important 
to inaugurate such aprogramat 
the beginning of the new bien¬ 
nium,” Dr. Spivey said. 

The graduate program In 
planning, which will encompass 
urban, state, and regional plan¬ 
ning problems, will lead to a 
Master of Science In Planning.

Prospects for UTMB bas¬ 
ketball will still be bright next 
year for head coach Floyd Bur¬ 
dette. Only three seniors grad¬ 
uate from the Vol’s squad leav¬ 
ing behind them much depth, 
experience, and capability. 

Forwards Dolph Larimer 
and Larry Powers, along with 
guard Jerry Rawls, are sched¬ 
uled to leave UTMB this spring. 
These men have had a long and 
active career In Vol basket¬ 
ball and are due congrat¬ 
ulations. They have been an 
Integral part in UTMB’s 
growing competitive spirit 
among the better small college 
teams of the nation and have 
been a major factor In Vol 
victories during the past three 
years. 

Moore Landers, 6-5 forward 
from Columbia; Dave Small, 
6-2 forward, from Buffalo, 
N. Y.; Don Glover, 6-2 forward 
from Dresden; and Jerry Lacy, 
6-2 guard from Anna, Illinois, 
all have a good chance of find¬ 
ing starting places at the cor¬ 
ner positions. Landers got Into 
13 games, scored 45 points, and 
grabbed 36 rebounds. Small 
put In time during 17 ball games, 
brought down 39 rebounds and 
scored 32 points. Glover, only 
a freshman, saw action In one 
game but scored 2 points and 
took down three rebounds. Lacy 
took down three rebounds. 
Lacy, who played as a guard 
and a forward, scored 33 points 
and pulled off 24 rebounds. 

The center position Is still 
Intact with Wally Hoffman, Joe 
Pollock, and Bobby Kinard re¬ 
turning. Hoffman and Pollock 
split duties throughout the sea¬ 
son and did a fine job, but ex¬ 
perience should be the key to a 
better job. Hoffman produced 
78 points and 84 rebounds dur¬ 
ing the season, while Pollock 
collected 66 points and 50 re¬ 
bounds. 

The two starting guards will 
also be back, Ronnie Arm¬ 
strong, an All-VSACer, and 
Johnny Williams. Armstrong 
was second In scoring with a 
13.62 average behind Larimer, 
who was also AU-VSAC, who 
averaged 15.91 per game.wii- 
llams was another defensive 
hoss. Though scoring 194 
points, he was a stand-out In¬ 
dividual guarder. 

We cannot forget Jerry 
Combest, the spot-scoring 
guard who led the team In field 
goal accuracy with a ,550 per¬ 
centage, coming In several 
times this year to spark the 
Vols to a victory, he will have 
one more year at Martin. He 
averaged almost seven points 
per game. 


Making a summary of Indi¬ 
vidual statistics, Larimer was 
first In scoring with 334 points, 
Armstrong next with 286, then 
Powers with 262, Williams with 
194, and Combest with 139 to 
complete those reaching the 100 
point mark. In rebounds Pow¬ 
ers was first with 141, Lari¬ 
mer with 126, Hoffman with 
84, Armstrong with 65, and 
Pollock with 53. 

Looking at season’s team 
totals, one can see that the 
Vols were a field goal team. 
They scored 586 to the oppo¬ 
nents’ 521. However, the foes 

made up for It In scoring 466 
free throws to the Vols’ low 
310 total. This led to an al¬ 
most identical game scoring 
average for both opponents and 
UTMB of alxnit 72 p 
average shows how evenly 
matched the Vols were with 
their competitors.

Martin, Tennessee 
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Vols Loss In Tournament 
Mars Good Season Ending 


UTMB’s bid for a tourna¬ 
ment trophy failed Thursday af¬ 
ternoon In the quarter finals at 
Nashville when a determined 
Tennessee Wesleyan group 
from the Eastern Division ol 
the VSAC posted a 72-62 vic¬ 
tory over the Vols. 

The loss, which was only 
the second for the Vols since 
the first of January as far as 
road games go, came as a re¬ 
sult of Inaccuracy In field goal 
shooting and the stall tactics 
performed by Wesleyan during 
the latter pari of the game. 
Another factor was UTMB fouls. 
The opponents did not make a 
field goal during the final nine 
minutes, but Instead sank 19 
straight free throws. 

Beginning the game, the 
Bulldogs jumped out to a lead 
which they held by a three or 
four point margin throughout 
most of the first half. UTMB 
scoring was supplied mostly by 
forward Dolph Larimer and 
Ronnie Armstrong with vital aid 
given by Jerry Combest to take 
up the slack left by Larry Pow¬ 
ers, who has been one of the 
Vols’ big guns all year. Larry 


just couldn’t seem to find the 
bucket throughout the game al¬ 
though he had been shooting a- 
bout 45 percent from the field 
during the season. 

Scoring problems hit Lari¬ 
mer also In the second half 
after the Vols had tied the 
game at 33-33. The senior and 
leading scorer couldn’t come 
from under the cover of the 
Bulldogs and failed to score a 
field goal. Armstrong and Com¬ 
best were still able to keep the 
Vols’ hopes alive until the nlne- 
mlnute stall was put into effect 
by Wesleyan’s guards Gross and 
Pickle. Gross dropped In 14 
free throws during that time, 
as Armstrong and Powers foul¬ 
ed out.
